The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary reason 
for the allowance of claims 1 and 19 is the inclusion of a unitary L-shaped shield/shielding 
member adapted to be connected to the hook member below the sleeve member and removably 
positionable within a portion of the gaffed climbing assembly, and the shield/shielding member 
having vertical and horizontal portions/shielding means designed to simuhaneously protect a 
portion of the leg and foot of a user thereof. For claim 1 1 it is the inclusion of a hook member 
received within a sleeve member, a spike member connected to the hook member, a unitary L- 
shaped shield member connected to the hook member, and the shield member having vertical 
and horizontal portions designed to simultaneously protect a portion of the leg and foot of a user 
thereof.
